viduals after the campaign is over),
c. Membership buttons,
d. Pay envelopes and letter inserts,
e. Paper service flags.

4th Request employee committees to hold a meeting of employees as soon as possible and address ,

them on the subject, or arrange for a speaker through Headquarters (phone Walnut 6230), J. V. Lucas,

5th Obtain a supply of dodger inserts at once, and have them in all letters and employees' pay
envelopes between now and Christmas.

6th Return all membership fees, receipt stubs and unused receipts (registered) to Campaign
Headquarters. , ,

7th After the campaign is over, please report the number of employees in your establishment

and the percentage of membership.
